Five trustees and a village clerk will 


be elected today in the municipal elec- 
tion in Elk Grove Village. 


An estimated 3.000 voters out of 7.461 


registered voters are expected to cast 
ballots, according to Fay Bishop, deputy 
clrrk. 


The weather forecast yesterday called 


for partly sunny weather with highs in 
the low 70s and only a 20 per cent chance 
for rain, an indication that bad weather 
would not detour residents from voting. 


The village's eight polling places will 


be open from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. Results 
are expected to be known by about 10 
p.m. 


Nine candidates are seeking election to 


the village hoard of trustees. There are 
three candidates for village clerk, a part- 
time position paying $.1.600 a year. Offi- 
cials on the six-member of board of 
trustees receive $25 each for three for- 
mal monthly meetings. 


Among the nine trustee candidates, 


five are seeking election to three 4-year 
terms on the board. Four candidates are 
seeking election to two 2-ycar terms.

Park Board, Bond issue Voting Today 


Elk Grove Park District residents will 


be asked to mark four X's on their park 
district related ballots today, two on a 
referendum and two for park commis- 
sioners. 


The polls will be open from 6 a.m. to 6 


p.m. for the 7,800 registered voters in the 
district which includes the village and 
unincorporated areas. 


The first issue in the referendum is a 


request to sell $940,000 in bonds for a rec- 
reation building with an ice rink and pro- 
gram rooms. 


The other issue in the referendum is a 


request to sell $600,000 in bonds for park 
improvements in all 14 parks, purchase 
anf development of a 5-acre site on the 
north side, and development of 14-aere 
Disney Park to include two lighted base- 
ball diamonds, two additional diamonds, 
five lighted tennis courts and two hand- 
ball courts. 


If both bond issues are approved it 


would cost homeowners with a $30.000 
home approximately $5.89 a year for the 
next 12 years. The recreation building is- 
sue alone would result in a tax increase 
of $3.72 a year while the park devel- 
opment issue would result in a tax in- 
crease of $2.37 a year. 


Each proposal includes a $50,000 park- 


ing lot. If both issues are passed, how- 
ever, there will only be one lot construct- 
ed, causing a corresponding drop in total 
cost of the tax increase, according to 
park board president David von Schaura- 
burg. 


ALL OF THE six candidates running 


for two 6-year terms support the park 
improvements. However, only three of 
the six, Martin Durkin, an incumbent, 
Tony Kees, and Lewis Smith, support the 
building. 


The other candidates who do not sup- 


port the buiiding are Frank Ciangi, Ger- 


ald Smiley and Richard Sass. 


Durkin, of 1287 Berkenshire Ln., is 


seeking continued expansion of recrea- 
tional programming. He has served as 
commissioner for two years, and works 
as construction supervisor for A. Johnsen 
Plumbing in the village. 


Kees, of 1016 Brantwood Ave., feels the

render it mo|>erahlt*.' he said 


"I don t think that over KH) machines 


have been rendered inoperable, though." 
Holliday said, "because many people 
might not take the warning seriously. 
Also many people have used the machine 
fur several years and have had no ill ef- 
fect •; so they keep using it But problems 


can develop." 


HOLLIDAY SAID his office has re- 


ceived a "good number of complaints" 
about the Relaxacizor from people in 
Illinois. "There were a lot of the machin- 
es sold in the north central states and the 
proportion of complaints from Illinois is 
high in comparison to the rest of the 
country." 


Holliday said his office still gets two or 


three complaints a week from people 
who say they have gotten sick from the 
machine. 


The FDA issued another warning ear- 


lier this year that the sale of second- 
hand Relaxacizors is illegal. According 
to the FDA the warning stemmed from 
reports that owners of the electrical de- 
vices are attempting to dispose of them 
by offering them for sale in classified 
advertisements. 


Larry Bell, classified ad manager for 


Paddock Publications said his depart- 
ment no longer takes ads from people 
who are trying to re-sell their machines. 
"We've only had one request in the past 
month." he added. 


Rudy Buettner. classified editor for the 


Chicago Tribune, said his paper does not 
accept ads for the resal" of Relaxaciiors.

many requests 


come in." he said, "but we've been on 
record since last year that we don't take 
them." 


THK KDA in Chicago is running a 


recorded warning about the resale of Re- 
lax Aci/ors on their consumer phone. 
The message, which can be heard by 
dialing 127-4795. will play through this 
week. It warns that the sale of the sec- 
ond hand device is illegal. "Both buyers 
and sellers are violating the law," the 
message says, "and the devices are sub- 
ject to seizure. 


1 If vou own one either destroy it or 


irake it inoperable." the message contin- 
ues, 
"so it can't hurt an unsuspecting 


user." 


According to Holliday the Relaxacizor 


company went out of business soon after 
the court decision was made against 
them. "At one time they had a service 
department." he said, "for the units they 
solrl but even that is not in existence any 
more " 


Holliday said that in spite of the medi- 


cal testimony delivered against the ma- 
chine he doesn't think "too many cases 
could be scientifically proven, but the 
cause and effect of use of the machine 
have shown the device i.s potentially dan- 
gerous." 


Holliday added that if anyone is aware 


of a Relaxacizor being resold he should 
call the FDA office closest to where he 
lives. The FDA office will contact the 
person who is selling the machine and 
advise him of the illegality of resale.

selves of immediate gratifications in 
order to attain future goals. 


An 
eat-drink-and ;be-merry psy- 


chology new to American society is 
probably responsible for the plight we 
lind ourselves in today. 


When our appetite for goods in- 


creax-'s and our ability to pay dimin- 
ishes (forcing us into expensive credit 
borrowing) the effect is to escalate 
prices and weaken the value of our 
earned dollars. 


Reduced money supply and heavier 


demand for goods is one way of defin- 
ing inflation. This condition erodes the 
value of money and nullities our gains 
in wages and salaries. 


In a situation like this, the smart 


person will heed the example of his 
ancestors by 
leterring spending and 


thereby increasing the value of the 
dollars he earns and saves.

Arlington's First Lady Trustee

If you go to an Arlington Heights vil- 


lage board meeting after the third of 
May, check out the trustee wearing ear- 
rings. 


Alice Harms is the village's first wom- 


an trustee and the high vote-getter in the 
recent election. 


But don't go expecting a flamboyant, 


take-over 'type superstar. The lady 
trustee is just that — a lady. "A pushy, 
aggressive female," Mrs. Harms said, 
"just turns men off." 


Alice's love affair with the village 


started 10 years ago as an unincorporat- 
ed area homeowner slapped with a $6,100 
property assessment. 


She sat through village meetings for 


weeks, months — sometimes waiting un- 
til midnight before an annexation issue 
caine up. "Lots of other issues came 
up," Alice said, "and I got to thinking, 
'This is better than watching TV.' " 


"IF YOU SIT AT the village meetings 


long enough, and show interest in things 
other than your own stuff, people no- 
tice," Alice said. 


Some of the men still refer to John, her 


youngest child, as "the sewer baby," be- 
cause Alice sat through her pregnancy at 
the zoning board meetings, carefully fol- 
lowing a sewer issue. 


Alice sat patiently and learned. She sat 


through zoning board meetings and BOLI 
(Board of Local Improvements) meet- 
ings. She sat through plan commission 
meetings and village board meetings. 
Alice was appointed to the zoning board 
in 1963, the plan commission in 1968. 


SHE LEARNED the ropes by poring 


over data, studying statutes and reading 
through two years of zoning minutes. 
"Research means a lot," she said. 


"You sit back the first year and keep 


quiet," Alice said, recalling her ap- 
proach. "You learn how to become effec- 
tive, determine what the needs are. A 
woman can't sound like an instant ex- 
pert. The men will just think, 'dummy 
woman.'" 


"This village is so big," Alice said, 


"that it takes jears to learn." For Alice 
it took eight years, and she's still learn- 
ing. 


"By listening instead of yacking you 


get to learn which attorney takes mar- 
ginal cases, who can be trusted and what 


the score is — how not to do the wrong 
thing for the right reasons, or *Jie right 
thing for the wrong reasons. If you don't 
know what's going on in your town, 
you're out of it," said Alice flashing a 
toothy grin and issuing an invitation to 
attend a board meeting. 


THE NEW VILLAGE trustee grew up 


on a farm in New York state. She was a 
tomboy who worked on clean-up com- 
mittees at school and went out for what 
she calls "rah-rah things" in college — 
she was president of the honor code at 
Valparaiso University, where she major- 
ed in geography. 


Alice's husband, Bill, is a mechanical

"Bill's a doll," Alice said, "the strong,

The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict yesterday formally accepted an of- 
fer from Charles Klehm & Son Nursery 
of Arlington Heights to pay $56,500 to use 
95 acres east of Rohlwing Road between 
Biesterfield and Higgins roads in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. 


The district's board of commissioners 


approved the four year contract after the 
nursery had resubmitted a bid made two 
weeks ago. The latest bid, proposing al- 
ternatives of a three, four or five year 
contract in amounts ranging from $46,500 
to $62,500, more than tripled what Klehm 
and Son had submitted initially. 


The board April 5, had 
rejected 


Klehm's bid of $15,000 for a three year 
contract on use of the land. At that time 
board president George W. Dunne in- 
structed Arthur Janura, district superin- 
tendent, to negotiate with the nursery for 
a better price. 


Klehm and Son had submitted the only 


bid, Janura reported. 


Under the four year contract approved 


yesterday, the nursery will pay for trees 
and shrubs which it ultimately will re- 


move and sell on the commercial mar- 
ket. 


The sharp increase in the bid sparked 


questioning from county Commissioner 
Floyd T. Fulle. 


"What bothers me, in two weeks how 


can you go from $15,000 to $46,000?" he 
asked. 


JANURA REPLIED he thought Klehm 


and Son was just "going low" to get a 
good price. 


The superintendent also said Klehm 


understood that development of the Ned 
Brown preserve during the next few 
years as part of the Salt Creek water- 
shed plan might affect the property. The 
tract is included in an impoundment area 
which is part of a proposed 489 acre re- 
servoir to be built within the next six 
years. During flooding the land could be 
under water, Janura said. 


Fulle cautioned Janura to insure the 


flooding possibility was clarified in the 
contract so the district would not be sub- 
ject to a damage suit later on. 


Janura noted, "The bidder says he is 


willing to take his chances with the Salt 
Creek impoundment."

Robert Westcott of Prospect Heights

Manufacturers Ignore Waste Law 


Manufacturers apparently are ignoring 


— temporarily at least --- the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District's (MSD) new waste 
surcharge ordinance in the wake of a law 
suit filed by 17 major industrial firms. 


MSD officials said yesterday that the 


suit, asking the Cook County Circuit 
Court to overturn the ordinance on 
grounds it is unconstitutional, had prob- 
ably encouraged manufacturers to post- 
pone complying with requirements for 
submitting surcharge payments and in- 
formation on amount of waste dis- 
charged into district sower systems. 


First deadline for filing was April 10. 


Until last Thursday, when court action 
was initiated MSD had received approxi- 
mately 5210,000 in payments from 100 
major industries, according to Ben So- 
sewitz, acting general superintendent of 
the district. 


"As soon as the law suit was filed they 


petered out to nothing," Sbsewitz said. 


The sanitary district had mailed about 


13,000 forms to manufacturers in antici- 
pation that roughly 3,000 would be re- 
quired to pay the surcharge. The remain- 
ing 10,000 would be exempt because their 
amount of industrial discharge did not 
exceed 10,000 gallons daily 


HOWEVER, ALL THE firms were re- 


quired to submit certain information re- 
gardless of whether they were exempt 
from payment. 


Sosewitz reported 2,500 to 3,000 firms 


had complied at the time the law suit 
was filed. One of the companies partici- 
pating in the legal action, Darling and 
Company of Chicago, had already paid 
its surcharge. 


MSD officials expressed determination 


to defend the ordinance and pledged to 
give the plaintiffs a tough court battle. 


"The first thing is to overcome this 


law suit," commented Sosewitz, "and 
we're going to do so with all the vigor we 
can." 


Computerized Medical Records Slated 


Physicians in the Midwest will be able 


to obtadn their patients' medical records 
without leaving their desks, beginning 
this summer 


By pressing keys on a device resem- 


bling a combined typewriter and tele- 
vision set. a visual display terminal, they 
will receive a patient's record dis- 
played on the. screen within a few sec- 
onds. 


The information will be received from 


the memory files of a Sperry Rand UNI- 
VAC computer system located in Olmsted 
Township in suburban Cleveland. Ohio 
Because of the instantaneous nature of 
its response, the computer is known as 
an on-line, real-time system. 


The new service, known as AU- 


TOMED. is being offered by Medical 
Data Systems Corporation 'MDS), which 
is introducing for the first time in the 
United States, a medical information sys- 
tem already pioneered and proven at the 
Danderyd Hospital in Stockholm, Swe- 
den. 


Initially, the service is being offered to 


some 60000 physicians in Illinois, Ohio, 
Indiana and Michigan. Later on, MDS 
plans to extend its services to the East 
and West Coasts. 


BESIDES THE BENEFITS of per- 


manent patient record storage, fast ac- 
cess to this data, and the ability to easily 
update the information on file, the physi- 
cian will also receive a number of other 
important benefits from the system. 


These include partial or total auto- 


mated billing, a time-consuming chore 
for many hard-pressed general prac- 
titioners. Under this plan, a physician 
can enter standardized charges into the 
system, which the computer recognizes 
and automatically generates a bill to the 
patient. Statements covering patient ac- 
counts would be sent to the physician pe- 
riodically. 


The computer can also complete stan- 


dard medical insurance forms used by 
Medicare, Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
and some of the leading insurance com- 
panies. In addition to billing, the comput- 
er will also be able to handle all other 
accounting functions for the physician. 


Another benefit is in the area of auto- 


mated appointment routines. The com- 
pute1' would keep on file the doctor's ap- 
pointment schedule for a fixed period in 
the future and display on the terminal's 
screen those times still free to schedule 
new appointments. Each of the appoint- 
ment records on file would keep the 
patient's name, address and telephone 
number so that in an emergency and the 
physician had to leave his office, it would 
be a simple matter to call up on the 
screen all appointments for that day and 
cancel them. 


ANOTHER BENEFIT FOR the physi- 


cian is being able to place medical liter- 
ature in the system and access as 
needed in hard-copy form by means of a 
printer device attached to his visual dis- 
play terminal. 


Such information for physicians as 


medical report supplied by the American 
Medical Association and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare 
can also be received on the terminal. Un- 
der such a system, for example, if HED 
suggested that all diabetics should re- 
ceive an influenza injection, the comput- 
er could quickly list all diabetics on the 
physician's patient roster and present 
them visually on the screen. 
* 


The computer can easily 
classify 


patients by any required classification 
such as age, sex, type of patient, special 
medical conditions, or allergies. 


The physician can also analyse his 


practice by classifying his patients by in- 
come, record of payments, and desirable 
or undesirable trends in the practice on 


MEDICAL RECORDS will be at a 
physician's finger tips if he joins a 
group of Midwest physicians using a 
Cleveland-bated 
computer 
system. 


Patient records, which would be 


available only to the physician who 
entered them into the computer, drug 
information, medical literature, and a 
billing system can also be comput- 
erized. 


an ongoing basis. Acting on this informa- 
tion, he can make changes to bring about 
improvements. 


The system can also help the physician 


in the area of prescribing drugs by 
quickly presenting the various alterna- 
tive brand names for drugs. It can also 
recommend the best type of drug to meet 
a specific condition. This information can 
then be transmitted to any pharmacies 
equipped with terminals so that the 
medicine can be delivered to the 
patient's home by the time he returns 
from the doctor's office. 


EACH PHYSICIAN WILL only to able 


to get information from the system re- 
garding his own patients. He will have to 
identify himself to the computer by key- 
ing-in his own individual code number on 
his terminal before the information in 
the file becomes available. Individual 
patient records will be obtained by key- 
ing-in the patient's name or social secur- 
ity number. 


In the computer files, the information 


is arranged in four different levels. The 
first level consists of emergency infor- 
mation consisting of basic statistical in- 
formation such as name, address, tele- 
phone number, allergies, and blood type. 
This level can also be accessed by other 
authorized medical staff like other pri- 
vate physicians, hospitals, or nursing 
homes equipped with terminals. 


Information on the second level can be 


obtained by their physicians only by au- 
thorization from the patient's own doc- 
tor. 


Third level information can only be ob- 


tained by the patient's own physician. 
While the system is provided with a 
fourth level, which can be used for de- 
positing super sensitive information such 
as records of venereal disease treatment, 
MDS recommends that the computer sys- 
tem not be used for this purpose and the 
physician keep such information in his 
own confidential private file. 


For the patient 
the computerized 


record keeping will eliminate the cur- 
rent 
repetitious 
and time-consuming 


practice of having to give basic personal 
information each time he enters a hospi- 
tal or clinic for treatment. For the trav- 
elller, the advantages are obvious, wher- 
ever he needs medical attention his basic 
medical history is available. 


In the case of hospitals, AUTOMED 


provides the capability for developing a 
total hospital data handling system, in- 
cluding data automation of medical as 
well as business office information. This 
capability is available to any hospital 
large or small, but is particularly attrac- 
tive to the small or medium sized in- 
stitution since each user pays for the 
portion of the system actually used. 


For pharmacies and medical labora- 


tories, AUTOMED wiH enable these fa- 
cilities to receive instructions from phy- 
sicians and to communicate data over 
the system. 


The central computer system, which 


will be available on a round-the-clock 
basis seven days a week, has the capa- 
bility of supporting 2,000 visual terminals 
linked to it by telephone lines. With a 
possible total of 1,500 patient records per 
physician, the system could have on file 
a possible total of more than three mil- 
lion patient records. 


None of the plaintiffs were from the 


northwest suburbs. But it is agreel 
many industries in this area are awaiting 
outcome of court action before com- 
plying with the ordinance. 


The suit asked for a temporary in- 


junction to prevent MSD from collecting 
fees for waste treatment until the con- 
stitutionality of the ordinance is decided. 


THE SUIT CHARGED the ordinance is 


unconstitutional because it discriminates 
unfairly against large manufacturers. 
Moreover, it claimed industries in Cook 
County would have to pay more than $20 
million to install equipment required to 
measure 
volume of discharge. The 


plaintiffs also argued that the surcharge 
amounts to more than the cost of treat- 
ing sewage. 


The ordinance, passed last December 


after intense opposition from manufac- 
turers, became effective last month. 


County Okays 


Million In 


Road Work 


Improvements totalling almost $3 mil- 


lion on two county roads in the northwest 
suburbs were approved yesterday by the 
Cook County board. 


The board accepted low bids for widen- 


ing Oakton Street between Mount Pros- 
pect Road and Lee Street and Wilke Rd. 
between Algonquin and Central Roads as 
part of a $9.2 million highway improve- 
ment package. 


The Oakton Street project, awarded to 


Robert R. Anderson Co. for $2,483,337, in- 
cludes construction of two 24 foot lanes 
and a median. . 


Contract for the Wilke Road improve- 


ment went to Greco Contractors Inc. for 
$487,227 and calls for construction of two 
new lanes and a four foot median. 


On completion, four lanes will be avail- 


able on both highways. The contracts 
covered all features of the projects in- 
cluding landscaping, installation of traf- 
fic signals and grading. 


Both projects were slated to begin this 


year under the County Highway Depart- 
ment's new five year program approval 
by the board of commissioners April 5. 


There was no estimate on when the 


work would be completed. 


The projects were among eight im- 


proved by the board on recommendation 
of Mathew W. Bieszczat, chairman of the 
roads and bridges committee.

Schools Can Cut 


Cost Of Busing 


Observations On Child-Raising 


It is a welcome and encouraging 


sign that school districts in the 
northwest suburbs are beginning to 
work diligently together to coordi- 
nate 
the 
expensive 
and com- 


plicated task of busing students to 
school. 


This winter, a study funded by 


the Northwest Educational Cooper- 
ative (NEC) concluded, "All dis- 
tricts must work closely with each 
other; this will result in many 
benefits which would be difficult to 
achieve in any other way." 


Funded by nine area districts, 


the study concluded, "Bus sched- 
uling and routing must be im- 
proved above all else." 


Although a committee of area 


high school business managers lat- 
er quarreled with some of the re- 
port's statistical findings, it did 
urge the development of a one-day 
seminar to allow officials of the 
State Superintendent's office to dis- 
tribute information 
and answer 


questions on state reimbursement. 
That seminar will be held next 
month. 


Other examples of cooperation 


include a February proposal by 
Davidsmeyer Bus Lines 
Davids- 


meyer proposed to the High School 
Dist 214 board that a cost-cutting 
program of cooperation could be 
worked out with Elementary Dist. 
59. serving Elk Grove Twp. 


Although the proposal was re- 


jected when the company's three- 
year contract was rejected, Dist. 
214 officials are working with offi- 
cials of Ritzenthaler Bus Lines to 
determine if a cooperative and 
money-saving 
program 
can 
be 


worked out with Mount Prospect 
Dist. 57. 


A variety of transportation prob- 


lems today encourage more coop- 
eration For example. Dist. 214 is 
busing students to St. Viator High 
School in Arlington Heights and to 
Sacred Heart of Mary High School 
in Rolling Meadows 


High School Dist. 211 is consid- 


ering a similar arrangement. It 
seems highly probable that cross- 
district cooperation might cut the 
number of buses needed to trans- 
port the students to and from 
school. 


Further, Harper College in Pala- 


tine has no form of mass trans- 
portation whatsoever to funnel any 
of its 7.000 students to and from 
campus every day. 


Students who attend the commu- 


nity college must eith ,r purchase a 
car or depend on others for trans- 
portation. Those driving cars next 
year can look forward to an over- 
crowded college parking lot and a 
bumper-to-bumper drive to and 
from campus. 


T h e r e are several possible 


means of cutting costs and making 
transportation more available in 
all districts. First, experimental 
runs, in which both elementary and 
high school districts are served by 
one bus contract, should be tried, 
as is being considered by Dists. 214 
and 57. 


Second, NEC and district offi- 


cials are investigating computer 
bus scheduling. If one district's 
buses can be scheduled by comput- 
er, it is possible that cooperative 
busing could also be scheduled in 
such a manner. 


Finally, Harper College needs 


some form of mass transportation. 
One possibility is cooperation with 
high school bus service; another is 
the use of student-driven "jitney" 
buses operating at peak hours to 
serve students. 


In an area where elementary and 


high school districts overlap, the 
tradition has been for each district 
to go it alone on transportation. It 
is encouraging to see the NEC and 
business managers trying this year 
to cooperate, thus making an ex- 
pensive and time-consuming task 
hopefully cheaper and easier.

December 1970 as compared with

1969, reversing

downtrend, at least temporarily. 


But an overall decrease in deaths 


and injuries in 1970 in the face of 
an increasing number of accidents 
indicates that while driving habits 
have not improved, improved au- 
tomobile safety features are hav- 
ing an effect. These include collap-

Weary Of Worn-Out Words? 


Time To Retire Vocabulary Fads

When paper currency is worn out by 


excessive circulation, the government re- 
places it with crisp new bills 


It's a pity we can't devise some such 


system for words. 


Our penchant for fads, which enables a 


novel, song, entertainer or toy to achieve 
instant nationwide popularity, also ex- 
tends to verbal expression. A word or 
phrase that once belonged to the private 
jargon of a few specialists may become, 
almost overmght, part of everyone's vo- 
cabulary. 


You doubtless have your own list of 


words you're sick of hearing. Here are 
my nominations for retirement from cir- 


culation: 


ECOLOGY. According to the American 


Heritage dictionary, this word is proper- 
ly applied only to a special branch of 
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Special 
Report 


science concerned with "the relation- 
ships between organisms and their envi- 
ronment " Today it is being bandied 
about as a catch-all term for any project 
to combat pollution. 


CONFRONTATION. This used to be a 


fairly useful sociological term for situ- 


ations in which individuals or groups find 
themselves in immediate and direct op- 
position. In its present threadbare state, 
it is loosely applied to any kind of protest 
gesture or act of noisy defiance. 


ALIENATION. Accurately used, this 


fashionable noun refers to a state of es- 
trangement between a person and his 
family, friends or society. But it has be- 
come an all-purpose description for the 
mood of modern youth. If you want to 
sound contemporary, you must never 
speak of young people as being restless, 
discontented, impatient or obstreperous. 
They are "alienated."

In response to Mrs. Mailman's letter 


(April 9), I fail to see what is wrong in 
establishing a Volunteer Program in 
which the school utilizes the talents of 
three groups of Volunteers: those with 
degrees, those with 30-60 hours, and 
those whose experience has been m rais- 
ing her own children. Each group con- 
tributes mightily to a well rounded pro- 
gram. The woman who is "not qualified - 
30 hrs." just might be the best story tell- 
er in the group! The standards Mrs. 
Hallman spoke of are not diminished by 
the use of mothers whose "experience 
and talent" happen to be that she relates 
well to children in general. If she has 
college experience, this certainly is an 
asset! 


Whether she has 30 hours of college 


credit or not, she can be a detriment to 
the program if she doesn't know how to 
communicate with children! There are 
many women who do not meet the exist- 
ing qualifications, but are devoted, in- 
spirational mothers, who find success 
and satisfaction in seeing the light in a 
child's eyes when he understands what 
he reads for the first time. Having a de- 
gree does not guarantee you will be an 
asset. Therefore, shouldn't the criteria 
be based on an individual basis (judged 
by the Principal, Superintendent and 
Teacher), rather than "All Volunteers 
should be thus and so"? 


For years mothers have been urged by 


their children's teachers to "drill John 
and Mary in number facts in the evening 
(a bad time for number facts at that!). 
An interested mother knows her children 
have to feel successful in order to suc- 
ceed, so she assists in any way she can. 
Sometime during these years she is 
asked to volunteer in her children's 
school. Among other things, and under 
the Instruction of a Teacher (she cannot 
and would not initiate instruction her- 
self), she shows flashcards, reads to chil- 
dren, listens to them read aloud and dic- 


tates spelling words. Many times she 
finds an exciting new dimension to her 
life, while learning patience with her own 
children (this happens when you help 
others). Suddenly, all the good she has 
done for years and years is a big "No- 
no" in our book of rules. 


I certainly believe in maintaining high 


standards. We all want the very best for 
our children in all areas of life. But, the 
very best to me includes the kind, warm 
hearted people who care enough to listen 
when a child speaks, whose patience 
knows no bounds when he is struggling to 
understand. The very best includes the 
Superintendent, the Principal, the Teach- 
ers, Sunday School Teachers, the Swim- 
ming Instructor, the Scoutmaster, the 


Den Mother, the young college boy or 
girl who patiently teaches your child to 
build a bird house or to knit in the Sum- 
mer Park Program, the Music Teacher, 
the Mother who reads to preschoolers at 
the Public Library. All of these people, 
whatever their background may be — if 
he or she likes what he does, if he likes 
your child — they are the Very Best. All 
individually, have given your child some- 
thing very important. 


I also believe the law should serve all 


the people in the State of Illinois, not just 
the few areas where there is little diffi- 
culty in obtaining people with the proper 
qualifications.

Building Boom Could Ruin Florida 


DETROIT tUPI) — Is America's ro- 


mance with the automobile fading? Is 
pride of ownership dwindling7 


One man who thinks so is Walter Hein- 


gartner, president of Gcnway Corp.. an 
independent company that provides leas- 
ing and renting services to General Mo- 
tors dealers 


Heingartner says the American public, 


not big companies which need fleets of 
cars, is leading the great expansion in 
leasing that has developed in recent 
years This boomlet has had no help 
from the automakers. In some cases, the 
dealers who have leasing services try to 
hinder the trend 


HE SAID that some dealers with a 


leasing service which "they put out on 
the back lot" do everything possible to 
divert a prospective .leaser to buying 
They lea.ie only as a last resort, he said. 


Leasing started out with fleet leasing 


by companies that did not want to tie up 
capital In 1970, according to Heingart- 
ner. 003.000 individuals leased cars, com- 
prising 40 per cent of the entire leasing 
market Since 1964, says Hemgartner, in- 
dividual leasing has grown 274 per cent, 
while fleet leasing has grown only about 
9 per cent per year. 


The public, he says, is learning that 


investment should be an appreciating 
item. Automobiles depreciate Heingart- 
ner thinks leasing would dominate the 
new car market and car ownership by 
individuals would decline if manufac- 
turers supported the leasing system as 
they once pushed time-payment pur- 
chases of new cars 


MORE THAN half the individuals who 


lease cars from dealers in the Genway 
system, he says, earn over $15,000 per 
year. Another one-third have incomes of 
$10,000 to $15,000. Blue-collar workers are 
now in that income range. Two thirds of 
the Genway leasers own their homes and 
Heingartner says "we car people know 
that among home owners, multi-car us- 
age increases " 


Heingartner contends that leasing is "a 


rare animal" because it benefits the 
dealer and manufacturer as well as the 
user. He emphasized that individual leas- 
ing has reached a peak totally through 
consumer demand for a service. Nobody 
has pushed it along. 


At present, according to Heingartner, 


only about 36 per cent of all dealers in 
the United States have leasing services.

TEQUESTA Fla. - (NBA) - In this 


state of retirement nirvana, environmen- 
tal troubles are literally piling up, story 
after high-rise story. As is often the case, 
the cause of the trouble is too much suc-

For years Florida's steady sun and 


warm waters have been merchandised 
as the ultimate balm for weary muscles 
and psyches. Now it seems that the state 
has been oversold, and while state offi- 
cials try to slow the immigration, the 
precarious ecology of the area shows the 
strain. Perhaps the best example of the 
growing crisis is the rapid proliferation 
of the condominium community. 


Florida builders in small towns like 


this one have learned a lesson from the 
big cities — that it is more profitable to 
stack people up on a small piece of land 
than to have them spread out on a large 
tract. More people on less land equals 
more money. The grim fact that many of 
America's big cities are sick to the point 
of death from overcrowding is something 
focal developers have managel to ig- 
nore.

THE CONDOMINIUM is roughly sim- 


ilar in concept to the cooperative apart- 
ment, with the exception that the buyer 
purchases shares in the condominium 
corporation rsfter than an individual 
apartment, then is given an apartment 
equivalent in value to the shares. The 
advantages of the condominium to retir- 
ees have made it the fastest-growing 
housing method in the Sunshine State. 


The range of prices is wide, upkeep 


costs can be relatively low (if the owners 
run an efficient corporation) and swim- 
ming pools, clubhouses and golf courses 
can be shared at low cost.

land is still fairly cheap on the outskirts 
of small towns, profits rise with the num-

FIORIDA HAS WHAT can be called a 


thin ecology. The state is uniformly flat, 
the highest point being just over 300 feet, 
there is precious little topsoil over a sand 
base on the populated coastal areas, and 
the water table is shallow. In terms of 
natural resources life is constantly on 
the brink, with little reserve to carry 
through years of drought, or to survive 
the onslaught of man's overwhelming de- 
mands. 


Take a typical condominium setup' a 


compound of 12 identical sparkling white, 
three-story buildings, 10 apartments per 
floor, usually two retired occupants per 
apartment. That means at least 720 
people dwelling on a piece of land sel- 
dom more than five acres. 


It is not difficult to imagine what that 


means in terms of solid waste accumula- 
tion, sewage, freshwater use and all the 
other needs and by-products of man's ex- 
i s t e n c e . At the rate these builder's 
dreams are going up, the prospect of 
ecological collapse looms large and im- 
minent.

even those making the greatest profits 
from the building boom are beginning to 
notice. For instance, the Florida spring 
this year has been a dry one and a dry 
summer is expected. Tons of water are 
needed every day just to keep alive the 
mint-environments of turf and bushes 
that surround condominiums like so 
many rugs and pieces of furniture, and 
tons more are used to feed innumerable 
golf courses that have sprung up in con- 
junction with the high-rise explosion. 


With this luxurious consumption, one 


long drought will bring a water shortage 
of emergency proportions, in an area al- 
ready plagued by brush fires. 


Another problem is noticeably more 


apparent at the moment. During the first 
three days of a recent visit to a luxurious 
condominium here in Tequesta, the un- 
mistakable stench of sewage filled the 
warm air day and night. 


When the visitor asked a resident 


about it, he explained that the nearby 
sewage treatment plant, privately owned 
by the builder of the condominium often 
was not up to its task and during those 
times the residents of the town had to 
live with the smell. The plant, already 
outmoded, is not yet two years old and 
the area it serves is still the site of rapid 
construction. 


Meanwhile, the beautiful Loxahatchee 


River that runs past the town, one of the 
finest havens in the state for Florida 
wildlife, sags under the burden of sew- 
age, the effluence of thousands of small 
boats, and gasoline spillage. 


UNLESS FLORIDA can turn off the 


dream machine its public relations men 


have created, and dampen the voracious 
appetites of its builders, it could turn out 
to be the sunniest disaster area since 
Pompeii. An increasingly vocal group of 
conservationists and certain Florida leg- 
islators are working to publicize the 
problem, and the next few years should 
determine whether Florida builders and 
the town councils that control them can 
begin to see expansion in terms of quali- 
ty of life and not simply acres to be 
filled 


However it goes, Florida will stand as 


a prime example of the crucial differ- 
ence between how many can be induced 
to live in a given area and how well 
those already there can live

He said he has personally taken stu- 


dents over to Harper College in Palatine 
to examine the college's "excellent" ca- 
reer programs. 


Laubenstein explained that, if this 


year's program is a success, he would 
like to invite different schools next year 
in order to give students and parents a 
fuller exposure to the career education 
field.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you please 


advise people who are on ulcer or bland 
diets how to lose weight? The majority of 
foods in these diets are fattening. Most 
sensible diets to lose weight recommend 
eating lots of fresh fruits and vegetables. 
What do you do if these are prohibited? I 
have gone so far as to measure the quan- 
tities of my food and still have not lost 
weight. I also exercise daily. I am sure 
there are many people in the same situ- 
ation. 


Dear Reader — Look for ways you can 


eliminate fat, sugar and flour from your 
diet. For all cooking that calls for milk, 
use nonfat dry milk powder. This will 
provide a lot of protein and still keep the 
calories down. 


The mistake most people make is they 


don't really appreciate the difference in 
the calorie content for foods of the same 
weight. To illustrate the point, there are 
nearly eight times as many calories in 
the same amount of raw cured bacon as 
there are in uncreamed cottage cheese. 
Even lean round steak with all the vis- 
ible fat removed, still has one-third of its 
calories from fat. 


A significant factor is the amount of 


water in food. Most fat tissues contain 
very little water and this is one of the 
reasons fats have so many more calories 
than lean meat. Lean fish, such as trout, 
white fish, red fish and red snapper, has 
very few calories because it contains so 
little fat. 


Fryer chicken (not older chicken), par- 


ticularly the breast meat with the skin 
removed, provides an excellent protein 


source without many calories. This caii 
be baked, broiled or stewed. 


If fresh fruits and vegetables are pro- 


hibited, it is important to get some sup- 
plementary vitamins, particularly Vita- 
min C, or your diet will be deficient. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — When mature people 


have surgery and later develop hernias, 
are they caused by negligence of the sur- 
geon? If not, what is the cause and can 
the hernias be corrected? 


Dear Reader — Most scars are weaker 


than normal tissue. There are many fac- 
tors which affect wound-healing and the 
strength of a scar, including the state of 
nutrition. The strength of the scar can be 
improved by adding Vitamin C to the 
diet if the previous Vitamin C intake has 
been deficient. 


Incisions heal slower in older people 


and the soars are probably not as strong 
as those formed in younger individuals. 
A scar in a strategic location, constantly 
subjected to increased wear and tear, 
may give way. 


This is particularly true of abdominal 


scars, in part because of the frequency 
of abdominal obesity. 


Even the most skillful surgeon cannot 


always prevent a hernia from developing 
at the site of a previous incision since 
many factors associated with wound- 
healing are beyond his control. — (News- 
paper Enterprise Assn.)

GOVE SAID THE next phase of the 


task force's assignment will be to review 
legislation, now pending in the General 
Assembly, to determine whether the bills 
achieve the intent of the new Constitution 
and to ensure that action is taken prior 
to July l. 


The report showed that the judicial and 


legislative articles of the new Con- 
stitution will require the moat by the leg- 
islature, while the most complex task 
will involve the local government article. 


"Concepts are established in this ar- 


ticle with which we have had no previous 
experience," said John D. Wenum, staff 
director of the committee. "At least 30 
basic, new bills will also be needed to 
revise present statutes."

squad of about a dozen girls has been 
impressive not only in local Turkey Trots 
and YMCA meets, but in Amateur AHi- 
letic Association (AAU) events at St. 
Louis. Bloomington, Ind. Phoenix, Ur- 
hana. III. and other big attractions all 
over the Chicago area. 


To list all of their accomplishments 


would be impossible in this space, but 
the girls who have consistently done the 
best have been Jan Willmarth of Arling- 
ton Heights, Melody and Shelly Miller of 
Des Plaines, Jan and Jill Smith of Des 
Plaines. Dawn and Joy Wanner of Mount 
Prospect, Andrea Shapiro of Lincolnwood 
and Trudi and Susie Rebsamen of Mount 
Prospect. 


Mrs. Koelling, who his worked with 


girls at the Northwest Y for II yearn and 
used to do some racing herself in Illinois 
Women's Athletic Association competi- 
tion, enjoys discussing her team. Her 
pride In the group is evident when she 
tell* of the many hours of work neces- 
sary to prepare for meets. 


"Their training is very strenuous," re- 


veals the coach. "They work hard at it 
and they are very good — there's no 
doubt about it. 


"I think that it's very good for all of 


them. They'll have better figures be- 
cause they are athletes. They're beau- 
tiful girls and always conduct themselves 
like ladies." 


Beaidea local girls, members come 


from all over. The only requirement is 
that they be members of the Northwest 
Y. 


Joe Wanner, track coach at Prospect 


High, has two daughters on the team and 
assists Mrs. Koelling in training them. 


The fact that they love to run is prob- 


ably the secret to the team's success. 
"They're not doing it because somebody 
wants them to," stresses Mrs. Koelling. 
"They just love the competition. 


"Most of them run to school and home 


again. Some even get up at about 6 a.m. 
and run for two hours before breakfast."

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Police Anticipate 
Substantial Pay 
Hikes To Be OKd 


Police in Hoffman Estates were to 


have substantial raises approved by the 
village board last night that include in- 
crements of 10 per cent above what men 
in the same positions received this past 
year. 


A patrolman in Hoffman Estates with 


30 months seniority will receive $12.000 a 
year for the fiscal year 1971-72 which be- 
gan April 1. A man with the same senior- 
ity received $10.900 for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year. 


Police sergeants who last year made 


112.200 will earn $13,600 on the new scale. 


Several additional benefits were given 


police in the village according to Ray 
Cox, Fraternal Order of Police represent- 
ative who negotiated will Hoffman Es- 
tates village officials for two months. 


Police personnel will receive three 


weeks vacation after five years service. 
Until this fiscal year, police received two 
weeks vacation for up tn five years and 
an additional day vacation for each addi- 
tional year. 


POLICE PERSONNEL will also re- 


ceive four weeks vacation annually after 
15 years service. Cox added. 


Clothing allowance for police officers 


was increased from $150 to $175 annually. 


A tuition reimbursement program was 


also adopted for the first time, Cox said. 
Under the program the chief of police 
can approve reimbursement for officers 
who take police science courses not sub- 
sidized by the federal government. 


The officer has reimbursed 50 per cent 


of the tuition cost for receiving a C 
grade; 75 per cent for a B and 100 per 
cent for an A respectively. 


Police will be paid for additional time 


spent in court assignments, too, Cox 
said. Under last year's arrangement po- 
lice were paid a flat sum for time in 
court that allowed $14 for patrolmen, $16 
for sergeants and $18 for lieutenants. 


Under the new plan a policeman will 


be paid his hourly wage for two court 
assignments a month covering a min- 
imum of three hours and a maximum of 
four hours for each assignment. 


POLICE WILL receive compensatory 


time off for time spent in court outside 
the limitations for hourly pay, Cox said. 


"The men of the Fraternal Order of 


Po'ice are very pleased with the pact," 
sakl Cox, a patrolman on the Hoffman 
Estates police force. Sgt. James Dutton 
was conegotiator with Cox. 


"We're in the upper half of what neigh- 


boring villages are paying in salary and 
benefits," Cox added.

Salary Talks 
For Teachers 
Begins Soon 


Contract negotiations between Schaum- 


burg Township School Dist. 54 and its 
teachers still have not begun, although a 
spokesman for the teachers' negotiating 
team said yesterday the formal request 
to open talks couW come at "any time 


This year's talks will set a precedent 


for their late beginnings. Normally they 
start in December or January, according 
to Wayne Schaible, schools superintend- 
ent. Schaible said in March he expected 
talks to start before early April. Yester- 
day he said he still had not received a 
request for negotiations. They have nev- 
er before opened this late in the spring, 
he added. The district has negotiated 
with teachers each year since its in- 
ception, he said, and has done so formal- 
ly for the past five years. 


Schaible has had no official commu- 


nication from the teachers, who must 
formally request contract talks before 
negotiations can begin. "It's so quiet, I 
don't know what's going to happen." said 
Schaible. "I have no feel for it at all" 
this year, he said. 


HOWEVER, TEACHERS representa- 


tive Jay Hanson, a member of the teach- 
ers' negotiating team, said yesterday, 
"as far as I know, it should be any time 
now," adding the teachers had been a 
little late in preparing for negotiations. 


The district now is preparing its budg- 


et for the next year, and one of the items 
district officials must consider is teacher 
salaries, those which will be settled by 
the anticipated negotiations. Schaible 
said a second draft of the budget should 
be completed within the next few weeks. 
The first draft was presented early this 
year. The budget is to take affect July 1. 
or before the normal period for negotia- 
tions has elapsed. Past contract talks 
have taken about six months. If they 
take that long this year, salaries will not 
be settled until around October, well af- 
ter the opening of the school year. 


But teachers are anticipating a much 


shorter negotiating process this year. 
Mrs. Felicia Cichy, president of the 
teachers' 
association and negotiating 


team chairman, said in March the teach- 
ers were hoping to shorten the negotiat- 
ing process. They have been extended 
unnecessarily in past years, she said. 


BUT THE DELAY in even starting 


talks could mean budget problems for 
the next year. Schaible agreed yesterday 
a delay could mean a shift in priorities 
for the district if salaries approved 
through negotiations vary greatly from 
budget appropriations. It might result in 
a delay in improvements in buildings or 
grounds, said Schaible. 


While the budget is to take affect July 


1, the board could delay adoption of it 
until September, 
if necessary, 
said 


Schaible. If negotiations continued be- 
yond that time, and appropriations 
turned out to be too low to cover nego- 
tiated salaries, a supplementary budget 
could be adopted later, he said. But a 
discrepancy in available monies and ap- 
propriated monies could result in adjust- 
ing appropriations for building or site 
improvements. The district budget would 
remain in the black, however, he said. 


The late start in negotiations should 


not affect hirings for the coming year, 
said Schaible. In the past, prospective 
teachers have signed contracts based on 
existing salaries, with the provision their 
salaries would be adjusted after the end 
of negotiations.

Juvenile Officer Believes 
'There Are No Bad Kids' 


by CRAIG GAARK 


Kenneth Blanchette, juvenile officer 


for the Buffalo Grove police department 
believes "there is no such thing as a bad 
kid" 


Blanchette. who has been the depart- 


ment's juvenile officer for tfie past two 
and one-half years, is used to 12 hour 
days. The reason for his motivation Is 
simple: he likes to help young people. 


"They (police officials) try to tell you 


not to Ret involved because you're a po- 
lice officer. But I don't think there is a 
juvenile officer alive that doesn't have 
sympathy for kids that come in here," 
Blanchette said. 


He said juvenile problems are com- 


plicated and "blossom out" and added 
that drug abuse la only a symptom which 
indicates the youth has a deeper prob- 
lem. 


He said a youth's environment at home 


and school usually is the reason for juve- 
nile problems. "I don't believe in a gen- 
eration gap. If parents would sit down 
and talk to their kids, a lot of problems 


could be resolved. But the kids are either 
put off, or the parents don't understand 
the problem," he said. 


BLANCHETTE SAID many parents 


are not informed about drugs. "A kid 
could come in high on amphetamines and 
the parents just think he's in a good 
mood." 


Blanchette said use of marijuana does 


not lead to the use of more dangerous 
drugs. "It is not physically addictive," 
but psychological dependence results, 
Blanchette said. 


"I know adults in this village that 


smoke it. It's just like alcohol, it doesn't 
lead to any problems if you can handle 
it." Blanchette said, but emphasized he 
did not advocate anyone smoking it, or 
that it should be legalized. 


"There are 10 million alcoholics in the 


United States. Can you imagine what 
would happen if they legalized 
mari- 


juana?" he said. 


Blanchette, who has two small children, 


just returned from a two week drug edu- 
cation seminar, sponsored by the federal 
government at Madison, Wis. His trip

"It helped tremendously. They covered 


just about all of it. I had 30 hours on 
drug identification alone. We also re- 
ceived information on new federal laws 
on drug abuse which go into effect 
May 1." 


BLANCHETTE SAID the new laws are 


less stringent on the drug user but hard- 
er on the "pusher," a person who sells 
drugs illegally. 


"The new laws give the judges a little 


more leeway. This is good," Blanchette 
said. "I don't think sending kids away 
(to jail) is going to help anything except 
making the youth more rebellious to the 
police." 


He said there are many "repeaters," 


juveniles that get into trouble more than 
once. "It all depends on their environ- 
m e n t . If their environment hasn't 
changed, then their problems haven't 
changed," Blanchette explained, pointing 
out "it's easier for a kid to change (his 
way of life) than an adult." 


He said in some instances 
parents

Duplicate Or Redesign? 


High School Dist. 214 may be able to 


build and equip its proposed eighth high 
school (in Buffalo Grove) for about $10.5 
million, board members learned last 
night. 


In their first regular meeting, the 1971- 


72 school board discussed whether to du- 
plicate Rolling Meadows High School or 
completely redesign an eighth 
high 


school. The board has not set the amount 
needed in the May 15 referendum for the 
high school but is expected to decide 
next week. 


A report submitted to the board by Illi- 


nois School Building Commission (ISBC) 
indicates Rolling Meadows High School, 
which is costing $9.4 million, could near- 
ly be duplicated for $10.5 million. 


By asking the ISBC to draw up cost 


projections for the eighth high school, the 
board hoped a lower figure could be ob- 
tained in comparison with John Hersey 
High School, in Arlington Heights, and 
Rolling Meadows High School. 


COMPARATIVELY, a referendum for 


Hersey High for $6.5 million was passed 


by voters in 1966. Three years later an 
$8.75 million referendum was 'passed for 
Rolling Meadows High School. 


Equipment for Rolling Meadows High 


School was not included in the referen- 
dum, making the high school a $9.4 mil- 
lion project to complete. 


Now, two years after the Rolling Mead- 


ows High School referendum, the board 
may go to the voters with slightly more 
than $10 million to build an eighth high 
school. 


At press time, the board was consid- 


ering a proposal from Orput-Orput and 
Associates, architect for Rolling Mead- 
ows High School. The architects have of- 
fered to duplicate Rolling Meadows High 
School with a 5 per cent commission or 
redesign a new school at the regular 6 
per cent commission. 


Before discussion of the new high 


school, Jack Costello of Mount Prospect 
was elected the new board chairman and 
Richard Bachhuber, also from Mount 
Prospect, was elected secretary.

Employes of the village of Wheeling 


were unable to get the landfill stopped 
and the village board ordered Village 
Atty.

If a Palatine Township resident needs 


a crutch to lean on, he need not go any 
further than the Palatine Nurses Club 
Lending Closet. 


The same holds true for wheelchairs, 


hospital beds, walkers and canes. 


Since 1952, the club has been helping 


residents through the loaning of hospital 
for only a short while. According to the 
closet's director, Mrs. Nancy Knotek, the 
purpose of the closet is to help people 
save money. . 


"If a person had to buy a walker, it 


would cost between $15 and $20," Mrs. 
Knotek said. 'However, if the person 
needs it for only a few weeks, it makes 
more sense to borrow a walker." 


Currently, the Lending Closet has 


about 100 pieces of hospital equipment to 
loan. People borrowing any of this equip- 
ment may do so for free. The loan period 
is six months maximum, except to elder- 
ly people who may need the equipment 
longer. 


MRS. 
KNOTEK SAID people who can 


use the equipment are generally referred 
by local doctors and by St. Alexius and 
Northwest Community Hospitals. To re- 
ceive a loan, one must live in Palatine 
Township. 


Most of the equipment in the closet is 


loaned frequently, she said. While the 
closet owns 15 wheelchairs, currently 
only two are available. 


Last winter, when Palatine's side- 


walks were covered with ice and snow, 
canes and crutches were in big demand. 
For about three months, the closet didn't 
have one crutch or cane to loan she said. 


"In the last few years, the closet has 


had a hard time keeping up with the de- 
mand," Mrs. Knotek said. 


As a result, the closet has been buying 


new or used hospital items to keep up 
with this increasing demand. Last year, 
the closet has added five wheelchairs, 
five walkers and more crutches to its 
stock, she said. 


USED ITEMS BOUGHT for the closet 


have to be in fairly good condition, Mrs. 
Knotek said. The closet also receives do- 
nations of equipment from people who 
bought their own wheelchairs or crutches 
but are no longer disabled. 


In reality, the Lending Closet is not a 


closet. It is actually a group of base- 
ments and garages. Various items are 
stored at the homes of three Nurses Club 
members and the Town Hall garage. 


Walkers and crutches are stored at the 


home of Mrs. Julie Fedor. Mrs. Mary 
Anne Struttman keeps canes, crutches 
and commodes at her house. Wheelchairs 
and other items are stored in Mrs. Kno- 
tek's garage. 


Hospital beds are also stored in the 


Town Hall garage. 


One of the biggest problems faced by 


the closet is the loss of equipment 
through non-return. Mrs. Knotek said 
some people just forget 
to return 


crutches and store them in their own 
closets. Others who have left town have 
taken the equipment with them. 


Bigger items disappear less than the 


smaller items, Mrs. Knotek added. 


Another problem faced by the closet is 


when some items come back "unrecog- 
nizable," she said. At times, this means 
the piece of equipment must be replaced. 


Mrs. Knotek said the Lending Closet is 


always open to township residents. If a 
need for equipment should come up, the 
closet would be glad to hear about it. 


Anyone wishing to borrow from the 


closet is asked to call Mrs. Knotek ft

grades, according to Larry Stilgebauer, 
principal of the school who helped devel- 
op the pror-jm. Each grouping will work 
as a unit in a continuous progress ap- 
proach to education. 


BESIDES THE regular classroom 


teacher, the instructional program at 
Lincoln will make use of teacher team 
leaders, who coordinate the activities of 
each student grouping, teacher aides and 
clerical aides 


With the use of the teacher aides, 


teaching roles and responsibilities can be 
divided so that more 
children 
are 


directly reached in instruction, Stilge- 
bauer explained. "Hopefully, we'll be 
able to achieve a ratio of 13 or 12 stu- 
dents to every adult," he said. 


"The key to a child's attitude is 


through providing him with adult guid- 
ance," he said 


Paul Jung, director of personnel for 


Dist. 15, said that "rigid personnel selec- 
tion will be a key to the success of the 
program." He estimated that 30 teacher 
aides would be employed at Lincoln 
School for the pilot project, "but that's 
just a guess." 


Selection of teachers for the special 


differentiated staffing at Lincoln is im- 
portant because "many teachers aren't 
geared for this type of education," Jung 
said. 


About 40 teacher aides will be needed 


to appropriately staff schools throughout 
the district, he said. Aides will be hired 
according to the class size. 


WHEN A PRIMARY grade class ex- 


ceeds a size of 29 students, a teacher 
aide will be employed part-time. Any 
primary class over 33 students will re- 
ceive a full-time aide. 


At the intermediate level, an aide will 


be used part-time for a class size of 32 
and full-time for a size of over 35. 


Although the hiring of para-profes- 


sionals will represent a financial savings 
for the district in paying teacher sala- 
ries, the primary purpose in beginning 
the program is to "provide a better all- 
around education' for the students," 
board member Bud Gibbs said. 


"We would have taken this step in edu- 


cating our students regardless of fi- 
nances," Gibbs said. "The budget is not 
a real factor." 


According to Jung, a para-professional 


suitable for employment as a teacher 
aide must have at least 30 hours of col- 
lege credit in any area. Hiring of the 
aides will be done in much the same way 
as regular full-time district teachers.

If a Palatine Township resident needs 


a crutch to lean on, he need not go any 
further than the Palatine Nurses Club 
Lending Closet. 


The same holds true for wheelchairs, 


hospital beds, walkers and canes. 


Since 1952, the club has been helping 


residents through the loaning of hospital 
for only a short while. According to the 
closet's director, Mrs. Nancy Knotek, the 
purpose of the closet is to help people 
save money... 


"If a person had to buy a walker, it 


would cost between $15 and $20," Mrs. 
Knotek said. "However, if the person 
needs it for only a few weeks, it makes 
more sense to borrow a walker." 


Currently, the Lending Closet has 


about 100 pieces of hospital equipment to 
loan. People borrowing any of this equip- 
ment may do so for free. The loan period 
is six months maximum, except to elder- 
ly people who may need the equipment 
longer. 


MRS. 
KNOTEK SAID people who can 


use the equipment are generally referred 
by local doctors and by St. Alexius and 
Northwest Community Hospitals. To re- 
ceive a loan, one must live in Palatine 
Township. 


Most of the equipment in the closet is 


(caned frequently, she said. While the 
closet owns 15 wheelchairs, currently 
only two are available. 


Last winter, when Palatine's side- 


walks were covered with ice and snow, 
canes and crutches were in big demand. 
For about three months, the closet didn't 
have one crutch or cane to loan sh? said. 


"In the last few years, the closet has 


had a hard time keeping up with the de- 
mand," Mrs. Knotek said. 


As a result, the closet has been buying 


new or used hospital items to keep up 
with this increasing demand. Last year, 
the closet has added five wheelchairs, 
five walkers and more crutches to its 
stock, she said. 


USED ITEMS BOUGHT for the closet 


have to be in fairly good condition, Mrs. 
Knotek said. The closet also receives do- 
nations of equipment from people who 
bought their own wheelchairs or crutches 
but are no longer disabled. 


In reality, the Lending Closet is not a 


closet. It is actually a group of base- 
ments and garages. Various items are 
stored at the homes of three Nurses Club 
members and the Town Hall garage. 


Walkers and crutches are stored at the 


home of Mrs. Julie Fedor. Mrs. Mary 
Anne Struttman keeps canes, crutches 
and commodes at her house. Wheelchairs 
and other items are stored in Mrs. Kno- 
tek's garage. 


Hospital beds are also stored in the 


Town Hall garage. 


One of the biggest problems faced by 


the closet is the loss of equipment 
through non-return. Mrs. Knotek said 
some people 
just forget 
to 
return 


crutches and store them in their own 
closets. Others who have left town have 
taken the equipment with them. 


Bigger items disappear less than the 


smaller items, Mrs. Knotek added. 


Another problem faced by the closet is 


when some items come back "unrecog- 
nizable," she said. At times, this means 
the piece of equipment must be replaced. 


Mrs. Knotek said the Lending Closet is 


always open to township residents. If a 
need for equipment should come up, the 
closet would be glad to hear about it. 


Anyone wishing to borrow from the 


closet is asked to call Mrs. Knotek at 
358-6912.

clerical aides. 


With the use of the teacher aides, 


teaching roles and responsibilities can be 
divided 
so that more children are 


directly reached in instruction, Stilg* 
bauer explained. "Hopefully, .ve'll be 
able to achieve a ratio of 13 or 12 stu- 
dents to every adult," he said. 


"The key to a child's attitude is 


through providing him with adult guid- 
ance," he said. 


Paul Jung, director of personnel for 


Dist. 15, said that "rigid personnel selec- 
tion will be a key to the success of the 
program." He estimated that 30 teacher 
aides would be employed at Lincoln 
School for the pilot project, "but that's 
just a guess." 


Selection of teachers for the special 


differentiated staffing at Lincoln is im- 
portant because "many teachers aren't 
geared for this type of education," Jung 
said. 


About 40 teacher aides will be needed 


to appropriately staff schools throughout 
the district, he said. Aides will be hired 
according to the class size. 


WHEN A PRIMARY grade class ex- 


ceeds a size of 29 students, a teacher 
aide will be employed part-time. Any 
primary class over 33 students will re- 
ceive a full-time aide. 


At the intermediate level, an aide will 


be used part-time for a class size of 32 
and full-time for a size of over 35. 


Although the hiring of para-profes- 


sionals will represent a financial savings 
for the district in paying teacher sala- 
ries, the primary purpose in beginning 
the program is to "provide a better all- 
around education for the students," 
board member Bud Gibbs said. 


"We would have taken this step in edu- 


cating our students regardless of fi- 
nances," Gibbs said. "The budget is not 
a real factor." 


According to Jung, a para-professional 


suitable for employment as a teacher 
aide must have at least 30 hours of col- 
lege credit in any area. Hiring of the 
aides will be done in much the same way 
as regular full-time district teachers.

Three candidates are running for the

Rd., would also like to see more pro- 
grams offered to teenagers and senior 
citizens. He too feels an indoor facility is 
necessary for these additional programs 
and has suggested the district either hold 
a referendum to raise funds for the 
structure or join other civic groups in 
raising funds for it. 


Lyle is a controller and accounting 


manager for several companies. 


Talbot, who owns a company called 


Corporate Benefit Plans, lives at 8 Mar- 
berry PI. in Prospect Heights. He has 
been active in the Prospect Heights Jay- 
cees. 


Talbot has said the park district's re- 


sponsibility "in recreation should be up 
to and not including teens." He feels a 
youth commission can provide recrea- 
tional activities for teens. 


While he has said the district needs 


money "very badly," Talbot also feels 
the district should not hold a referendum 
for more funds at this time. "I like the 
idea of holding a referendum, not so 
much for raising taxes but for giving vot- 
ers the chance to say what they want 
from the district."

Seek Apartment 
Zoning For Land 


George Martin Sloan is again seeking 


apartment zoning for his 10-acre tract 
near River and Euclid roads in Prospect 
Heights. 


Sloan, owner of the property, appeared 


before the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals yesterday with a new set of 
plan;j for the site. This is the second at- 
tempt in two years to have the site re- 
zoned from single-family residential to 
multiple-family. 


Sloan is currently seeking approval for 


construction of eight three-story apart- 
ment buildings with a total of 192 living 
units. Approximately one-third of the 
units, 64 apartments, will be one-bed- 
room. The remainder will be two-bed- 
room apartments. 


Estimated rental fee is $175 per month 


for one-bedroom apartments and be- 
tween $265 to $285 for two-bedroom units. 
About 1% parking spaces per unit will be 
provided. 


A little more than a year ago, the Cook 


County Board denied Sloan's request for 
multiple-family zoning on the site. He 
was then planning to build 11 six-story 
apartment buildings and nine townhouses 
with a total of 254 living units. Plans also 
included a swimming pool, tennis courts, 
putting green and club house. 


However, homeowner associations ob- 


jected to the rezoning because 95 per 
cent of the surrounding area is developed 
with single-family residences. They also 
charged development of the site would 
increase water and sewer problems in 
the area, add to the traffic problems and 
over burden School Dist. 26 as well as 
fire and police. 


Objectors to the development included 


Camelot, Randwood and Parkview subdi- 
visions to the south and Euclid-Lake and 
Rainbow Ridge subdivisions to the north 
and west of the site. 


Now, Sloan is seeking approval for an 


apartment complex without townhouses 
and recreation facilities. Only two objec- 
tors to the development appeared at the 
public hearing held yesterday in the 
Wheeling Village Hall. 


The villages of Wheeling and Mount 


Prospect requested a 21-day period in 
which to file objections to rezoning and 
development of the site. The site is part 
of an area slated for annexation to 
Mount Prospect. 


The zoning board will make its recom- 


mendation to the Cook County Board fol- 
lowing the 21-day period. The issue will 
be taken under advisement until thai. 


Fire Dept Open House Set 


Prospect Heights Fire District resi- 


dents will have a chance to learn more 
about their fire department Sunday when 
firemen hold an open house at the fire 
station, 8% E. Camp McDonald Rd. 


Firemen will be available to explain 


the operation of the department and to 
answer questions about the fire district's 
referendum, set for May 1.

He said he did not 
know when a suit would be filed or how 
long a decision would take because he is 
just "a contact" between the MPEA and 
the attorneys. 


The matter is being handled by the 


Springfield law firm of Dsach, Terrell 
and Deffenbaugh. Robert Deffenbaugh 
said a lawsuit has not been drawn up. 


"We have to assess our position after 


we hear from the board and our clients," 
he said. "We will have to consider all our 
alternatives and we have no timetable 
for a decision." 


Sanders said a similar lawsuit was 


filed by the IEA last year against High 
School Dist. 228 in Bremen, 111. He said 
the suit did not involve an amnesty 
clause, but that teachers were given two 
extra day's pay for "a similar situation." 


ACCORDING TO THE school board, 


the rescheduling of the institute day was 
a "legal necessity." A letter sent to Sahl- 
berg in November from G. T. Gilluly, 
deputy superintendent of the Cook Coun- 
ty Office of Public Instruction, notified 
the board that absenteeism at a desig- 
nated teacher workshop violates the Illi- 
nois School Code. Gilluly said if another 
workshop wasn't scheduled during the 
current school year, the teachers must 
be docked one day's pay. 


Metzler tried to include the calendar 


revision in current negotiations with the 
board and its professional negotiator, 
Richard Zwieback. However, Zwieback 
said the revision was part of the 1970 
contract and not the 1971-72 he was hired 
to negotiate. 


The MPEA chose to call in the IEA, 


according to Metzler, because "We didn't 
want to hire our own attorney and the 
IEA was the originator of the amnesty 
clause."

ows High School. The architects have of- 
fered to duplicate Rolling Meadows High 
School with a 5 per cent commission or 
redesign a new school at the regular 6 
per cent commission. 


The ISBC proposal generally follows 


the design of Rolling Meadows High 
School. The board must decide whether 
to accept the ISBC guidelines for a 
school similar to Rolling Meadows High 
School or to begin a new school project.

Art Students 
Show Works

"No matter what the comments, art- 


ists can never be afraid to show their 
work." 


That's what Len Presley, art instructor 


for the Mount Prospect Park District, 
tells the students in his classes. And 
eighteen of his amateur artists showed 
they weren't afraid last weekend as they 
turned a section of the mall at Randhurst 
Shopping Center into an art gallery. 


'It's fun to stand around and listen to 


people comment — 'I could do that' and 
'yech' are always good words,1' said Pres- 
ley. ''But I didn't hear one derogatory 
remark during this exhibit." 


Most of the comments were com- 


p l i m e n t a r y as wandering shoppers 
stopped to look at the still-lifes, portraits 
and landscapes on display. Some stopped 
to buy. Presley said 26 paintings were 
sold out of the 180 on exhibit, with prices 
ranging from $10 to S200. 


"THE PAINTINGS WERE priced to 


sell," Presley said. "But more important 
than selling, the exhibit gives the artists 
some exposure." 


Artists from the two classes, taught by 


Presley since last fall, volunteered to put 
up their work in the fifth annual park 
district exhibit. Some of them were only 
beginners. Others have been taking the 
course for or five years. 


"For some people, the exhibit will be 


the end of their work," Presley said. 
"But most of them will probably contin- 
ue with painting — as a bobby, not as a 
vocation in art." 


Each fall and spring would-be artists 


bring their equipment to the Mount Pros- 
pect Community Center and begin their 
masterpieces under Presley's instruc- 
tion. 


"I get students at varying levels of 


skill," said Presley, who also works as 
full-time art director in School Dist. 21. 
"I take the students at the level they're 
at and then let them work at their own 
speed. Some will finish only one painting 
in the ten-week session, and others will 
do quite a few." 


PRESLEY SAID he stresses quality 


rather than quantity. The artists c a n 
bring their own easels and drawing 
boards and can choose their media of ex- 
pression — from acrylics and oils to wa- 
ter colors and pen-and-ink drawings. 
Presley is just there to guide them. 


"They do the work, and I critique what 


they do," explained the instructor who 
has a master's degree in art and exhibits 
his own works. "Many people say they 
can't draw or paint, but they have fun 
with it and working with the media." 


Presley said that a good artist, no mat- 


ter what his ability, has to have "the 
willingness to work at it and not be af- 
raid to experiment with color, texture 
and new methods." 


In his course, he stresses basic com- 


position and basic drawing skills. Ab- 
stracts and the more complicated art 
forms come later. "We try not to get 
tricky. You have to learn to walk before 
you can run," he said. 
> 


The instructor tells his students to 


make a sketch before they work on can- 
vas. He said most people work from pho- 
tographs and personal observation. 


"Some just make up a scene — they 


take many things they have seen and in- 
corporate them into one painting." 


But no matter what they do or how 


they do it, most of artists come out of the 
course with a feeling of satisfaction, ac- 
cording to Presley. And you never know 
what can happen. 


"I have a student who started several 


years ago and couldn't draw a thing,'' 
said Presley. "Now she's exhibiting and 
has paintings going for as much as $200.

velopment of the physical environment" 
of the village. 


Authorized representatives of commu- 


nity organizations have been requested 
to submit comments in writing at the 
hearing, and will be given time to make 
a brief verbal summary. 


Representatives of any organization 


and Individual residents are invited and 
encouraged to comment. 


Gemco, which previously won approval 


of annexation and zoning from the board, 
is planning to build the discount store 
and service station on an ll-acre parcel 
on the southeast corner of the 'inter- 
section. 


After only a brief review of the 26 


points discussed at the plan commission 
level by George Crampton, attorney for 
the petitioner, trustee James T. Ryan 
made the motion to continue the hearing 
for one month. Ryan included in his mo- 
tion the suggestion that during that time 
a meeting be set up with state and coun- 
ty highway officials and the developer to 
try and solve the traffic problem at the 
corner. 


TRUSTEE Dwight Walton seconded 


the motion then commented, "I cannot, 
in good conscience, vore to approve the 
request and add to the traffic situation 
until the problem is resolved." 


The problem at the intersection, which 


lies just west of John Hersey High 
School, centers around incorporated land 
adjoining unincorporated land. A parcel 
of land on the northside of Thomas 
Street, betewen the Candlewood Trace 
apartments and the high school, is not 
within the village limits and therefore 
cannot be improved with sidewalks by 
either the village or Gemco. 


Although Gemco is committed to im- 


proving the south side of the street and 
the east side of Rand Road, many Her- 
sey students walk on the north side of the 
street. 


AFTER THE board voted to continue 


the hearing. Trustee Frank Plamatier 
suggested the board vote *o instruct the 
village attorney to "take steps looking 
toward the annexation" of the property 
in question either involuntary or by count 
annexation. The property is known as the 
"Schroeder property " 


Another problem area is Thomas 


Street on the west side of Rand Road, 
which also is not fully improved. The 
southwest corner of Rand Road and 
Thomas Street is owned by the same 
man.

Save Music Plan Will Get Further Study 


The newly reorganized Board of Edu- 


cation of Arlington Heights Dist. 25 gave 
the go-ahead last night to further study 
of a plan to save instrumental music in 
the schools next year. 


The board met, canvassed the results 


of the April 10 board election and dis- 
solved, then reconvened with the three 
newly elected board members sitting. 


The new board then elected James 


Penn as president for the coming year. 
He replaces Ted Seller who completed 
his second full term on the board. 


P e n n accepted 
the election and 


pledged 16 carry out the duties of the 
office,-adding, "I'm sure we all antici- 


pate that this is going to be an eventful 
year in many ways." 


The board then immediately launched 


into preliminary discussion of a plan for- 
mulated by a committee of parents, a 
representative of the National Guild of 
Community Music Schools and Patton 
School principal Al Holt to save in- 
strumental music in the district for 1971- 
72. 


THE PLAN PROPOSES that an organ- 


ization of parents work with the Music 
Center of the North Shore, located in 
Winnetka, to hire music teachers and 
collect donations for band and Suzuki 
violin instruction. 


The school district could then provide 
space for a program of instruction and 
all children in the district would be eli- 
gible for the program, Supt. Donald 
Strong explained. 


An opinion from the board's attorney 


indicates that such a plan would be legal, 
Strong told the board. 


Strong asked for preliminary direction 


from the board to work on details of 
scheduling for the plan, saying.

Preliminary 
OK Is Given 
Crime Grant

Preliminary approval of a $56,000 


grant to fund a program to combat juve- 
nile delinquency in Arlington Heights 
was given last week by the Cook County 
Committee on Criminal Justice. 


Final approval may come from the 


stage agency, the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission, at its next meeting, 
scheduled next month. 


Known as the Arlington Youth Uplift 


Program, the plan calls for seven young 
people to work as counselors with youth- 
ful offenders. 


The program was suggested and de- 


signed by the Arlington Heights Police 
Department and has been made a part of 
the Mayor's Community Action Pro- 
gram. Police Chief L. W. Calderwood 
said the program is the first of its kind 
in the state and may be the first in the 
country. 


If approved, the state's share of the 


expense would be $37,002, with the re- 
maining $19,605 to be paid by the village 
by in-kind services. 


The program will introduce the use of 


the youth counselors who have experi- 
enced "some degree of difficulty in their 
own adolescence but have achieved a de- 
gree of maturity . . . which allows them 
to function in a socially acceptable man- 
ner in society." 


THE 
COUNSELORS would 
be 
in- 


troduced to the role of a probation officer 
through an 11-week training session con- 
ducted by the Northwest Human Re- 
s o u r c e s Development Center, Ltd., 
(NHRDC) in Rolling Meadows. 


These counselors, supervised weekly 


by the staff of the NHRDC in coordination 
with the police, would attempt to assist 
other ypung people in adolescent adjust- 
ment. 


To be drawn from the village as re- 


commanded by personnel of schools, po- 
lice, churches and social agencies, the 
counselors each woutd be assigned a 
caseload of about five youthful offenders. 
The counselors, who would work full and 
part-time, are expected to be paid about 
$3 per hour. An office apart from the 
police station may be rented, according 
to the proposal. 


Calderwood said he is hopeful state ap- 


proval of the program conies in May so 
the plan can be put into operation before 
the school year ends. "The success of the 
program will depend on the people doing 
the job and how well they are trained," 
the chief added. 


Sides Form In Viatorian Issues 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: The following is 


the second of a Herald series entitled, 
"The Viatorian Proposal: One Year Lat- 
er." The first part appeared Monday.)

Between 200 and 300 people jammed 


into the council room of the Arlington 
Heights Municipal Building on a hot 
night, Sept. 21, to discuss a hot issue — 
low and moderate-income housing. 


Before the meeting, the Concerned 


M e t r o p o l i t a n Citizens Committee 
(CMCC) had announced its representa- 
tives would be appearing at the meeting 
and presenting a request to the Arlington 
Heights Village Board for an amendment 
to the village's apartment policy. 


The amendment would have exempted 


low and moderate-income housing proj- 
ects from location restrictions. 


Opponents and proponents of low and 


moderate-income housing in general and 
on the Viatorian land in particular, were 
heard by the village board. The matter 
was referred to a joint meeting of the 
village board and the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission which had been sched- 
uled earlier and was to be held the week 
following CMCC's amendment proposal. 


Among opponents at the meeting was 


Michael Murray, president of the reac- 
tivated Eastwood Community Associ- 
ation, which added the word "Greater" 
to the beginning of its name. This group, 
like the Arlington Estates Homeowners 
Association, includes homeowners living 


in the vicinity of the Viatorian land. Both 
associations have been extremely active 
in the events which occurred since Sep- 
tember. 


WHEN THE JOINT meeting between 


the village board and the plan commis- 
sion was held, the two public groups de- 
cided an in-depth study of low and mod- 
erate-income housing for the village 
would not be conducted until there was a 
concrete plan for such a development be- 
fore the village's plan commision. 


Also in September, the Arlington Ter- 


race Homeowners Improvement Associ- 
ation sent a letter telling the plan com- 
mission it would "vigorously oppose the 
rezoning of single-family areas to accom- 
modate multi-unit construction." The as- 


sociation declared, "a prime example of 
this is the proposed use of the Viatorian 
land." 


The impact of the involvement of this 


group and one of its active members, Al- 
fred Lindsey, was not seen, until Lindsey 
was elected chairman of a committee 
which would recommend candidates for 
the April village board election. Lindsey 
later became the campaign manager for 
candidates on the Community Caucus 
slate, all of whom made their opposition 
to the Viatorian proposal known before 
their 
first-ballot 
nomination 
by the 


Caucus. 


Another group became involved in Oc- 


tober when the Arlington Heights branch

Sauers Back To Face Budget Crisis

1970, Clay Sauers 


served on the Dist 25 board of education. 


During that period the board mstitujcd 


the building program that resulted in 
Berkley School and Rand Junior High 
School, passed a tax rate referendum 
and hired a new superintendent. 


In April. 1970. Sauers decided not to 


run for the board because he had just 
taken on the job of corporate comptroller 
for A B. Dick Co. 


After just eight months, however, he 


was back In harness when he was ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy on the board, 
created by the resignation of Beth Ham- 
ilton. He returned to the board just in 
time to vote to hold a tax rate referen- 
dum on March 13. 


Now. as the district faces the budget 


crisis caused by failure of the referen- 
dum, an unexpected decline in state aid 
and a court decision eliminating the cor- 
porate personal property tax, Sauers has 
been elected to complete the remaining 
year of Mi >. Hamilton's term 


"I KNEW IT was going to be difficult 


either way. whether we won the referen- 
dum 
or not," he says now "You 


wouldn't choose this kind of environment 
for every year of a term, but it will be a 
challenge. I have no regrets." 


The active years of his first term on 


the board required a lot of time, he said, 
and he doesn't believe this year will be 
any worse on that account, even though 
"the problems we face will be more 
serious." 


Already he has participated in the 


budget decisions that will result in a 10 
per cent reduction of staff in the district 
next year nnd which will eliminate in- 
strumental music if the ruling on corpo- 
rate personal property tax is upheld. 


Sauers, who has served as president of 


the Community Concert Association, was 
not present at the board meeting at 
which the decision on instrumental music 


, was made, because of a business trip to 


Brussels, Belgium. 


"I was talking to my wife on the tele- 


phone, at about $12 a minute and she 
said they cut instrumental music. I knew 
something had happened," he said. 


UK REGRETS the instrumental music 


cut, he said, because "music is a com- 
mon language. It is a way people can 
find 
a 
common 
ground 
of under- 


standing." 


Sauers participated in the referendum 


campaign along with the other board 
members and says, "I don't have any 
second gues.ses on that campaign." 


The technique the district used was 


similar to the one used in the successful 
1368 campaign, but, he said, "The atti- 
tude of the public was quite different. 
There wasn't any indication that people 
were protesting against the schools, but 
they'd had it with taxes." 


Also, he said, "I really don't believe 


that the community anticipated that we 
were quite as serious as we said we 
were. We have not, in any way, made the 
most dramatic cuts just to make a point. 
We have tried to balance them out the 
best we could to preserve the essential 
elements of the program." 


Now that the cuts have been made, he 


said he does not foresee the district ask- 
ing for another tax referendum before 
next spring "I don't know how the rest 
of the board will feel, but I don't think 
we'll go back next fall. The vote was 
pretty decisive against us and we'll need 
to assess the cuts that have been made 
in actual operation," he said. 


THE CUTS that have been made, al- 


though planned to have a minimum pos- 
sible effect on the quality of education, 
will be felt in the classroom, he said. 


"We are removing the clerical and cur- 


riculum support from 
the 
classroom 


teacher," he said, the result will be less 
time for a one-to-one relationship with 
those who need help. That's where It will 
be felt." 


Even so, Sauers said, the cuts made so 


far will not permanently damage the dis- 
trict if new money becomes available. 
However, he said, "The music cut in- 
dicates we are getting close" to per- 
manent harm. 


One of the other areas that will be af- 


fected by the district's financial trouble, 


he said, is negotiations with teachers. 
"Every year, negotiations get increas- 
ingly tough as the teachers become more 
experienced, more professional and more 
insistent. 1 think that will be true this 
year but it will also be moderated by the 
practical realities of the lost referen- 
dum." 


He said he expects negotiations to be 


long and difficult, but said the district 
will try to stay competitive with com- 
parable districts, particularly in the 
scale paid to experienced teachers. 


HE ADDED he would not expect a 


strike in Dist. 25, although, "The first 
thing to do in these increasingly sophis- 
ticated negotiations is to get rid of the 
notion that it can't happen here. It 
should be avoided, but it should not be 
avoided at all costs." 


He added that he expects the district to 


get some relief from the state if the cor- 
porate personal property tax money is 
lost, but does not think state aid to public 
schools will increase enough to give sig- 
nificant relief to the other money prob- 
lems. 


The burden, he said, will continue to 


fall on property tax and hopefully, he 
said, if the district goes back for a refer- 
endum in the spring of 1972, the economy 
will have improved and voters will see 
the effects of the budget cuts. 


"They will see that we have absorbed 


major cutbacks and realize that we need 
to do more for the children," he said. 


And, with that combination of events, 


he said he holds out hope for a successful 
referendum before the end of his year's 
term. 


Students Polled 
On Environment 
Pollution Action 


To find out what Northwest subur- 


banites have done in the past year to 
fight pollution PEP, Pollution and Envi- 
ronmental Problems, is polling the grade 
school children of the area this week.

—Does your mother use a non-phos- 


phate detergent? 


—Has your family talked about plant- 


ing a tree? 


—Does your family avoid the use of 


dangerous chemicals to spray on bugs 
and weeds? 


"If you can answer yes to all these 


questions,your family is trying to help 
our world get well," the questionnaire 
says. 


A year ago Earth Day on April 22 . 


aroused the interest of millions of people 
across the nation about the dangers of 
pollution. 


"But we wonder how much has been 


done by the average homeowner since 
that time," Mrs. Chellman explained. 


"The main purpose of our survey is to

of the American Association of Univer- 
sity Women (AAUW) passed a resolution 
and sent copies to village boards and city 
councils throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


THE RESOLUTION CALLED upon the 


"village governments of the Northwest 
suburban areas (within which AAUW 
members reside) to encourage the devel- 
opment of low and 
moderate-income 


housing while including provisions for 
open space within all village limits so 
that people of all income levels will be 
able to live comfortably within our com- 
munities." 


The copies of the resolution were fol- 


lowed a few days later by a protest from 
a member of the group. Her letter said 
she challenged the way in which the res- 
olution was approved by AAUW and said, 
"to this day, a great number of AAUW 
members are not aware that such a reso- 
lution exists." 


In the early part of November, the 


League of Women Voters of the Arlington 
Heights-Mount Prospect area also be- 
came involved in the issue. As part of its 
public service work, league members 


prepared and distributed a fact sheet on 
low and moderate-income housing. The 
league has since become involved in the 
issue and representatives have testified 
at public meetings. 


On Nov 7, the Viatorians announced 


they had reached an agreement with the 
Metropolitan Housing Development Cor- 
poration (MHDC). The Viatorians had 
agreed to sell their land to MHDC pend- 
ing approval of MHDC's plans for devel- 
opment of the 15-acre site. The selling 
price has not been disclosed. 


MHDC IS A Chicago-based, not-for- 


profit organization which was embarking 
on a three-year construction program 
which would mean the building of 1,000 
new housing units in the suburbs. MHDC 
shares office space in Chicago and is as- 
sociated with the Leadership Council for 
Metropolitan Open Communities. 


When the announcement was made, 


MHDC officials said plans would be pre- 
sented to village officials within 90 days. 


Activities in relation to the 
project 


looked like they would calm down within 
the three-month period while the plans 
were being prepared. However, that esti- 
mation was far from the truth ... Arling- 
ton Heights residents were soon to see a 


power play by anti-Viatorian groups to 
control candidates nominated for the vil- 
lage board. Residents were also soon to 
see a second project proposed to build 
moderate-income housing in Arlington 
Heights.

Census Tally 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel last 


night said he has rejected the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau's explanation of a 2,000-per- 
son drop in the city's population between 
preliminary and final 1970 census fig- 
ures. 


In an answer relayed by Congressman 


Harold R. Collier, (R-10), the census bu- 
reau said the drop from a preliminary 
population figure of 59,191 to a final tally 
of 57,239 was due to "manual defi- 
ciencies" in the counting process. 


Loss of the almost 2,000 residents will 


mean a $32,000 reduction in the city's 
share of state gasoline and income taxes 
and could result in even more of a finan- 
cial loss if federal revenue sharing is ap- 
proved. 


"To say the least, I'm not satisfied 


with their answer and I've already writ- 
ten Mr. Collier and told him so," Behrel 
said at last night's city council meeting. 


HE SAID TWO different preliminary 


census totals — 59,191 and 59,288 — were 
announced before the final tally of 57, 
239. The census bureau should explain 
what caused the discrepancy between the 
preliminary and final head counts, the 
mayor said. 


At his weekly press conference yester- 


day, Behrel said the census bureau's ref- 
erence to manual deficiences is "ridicu- 
lous" and have asked Collier to press the 
federal agency for a more detailed ac- 
counting of its conduct of the census in 
Des Plaines. 


"I've already filed a protest against 


this answer as you might gather," he 
told newsmen. "It's a little ridiculous in 
my opinion." 


In a letter dated April 13, Collier said, 


"in checking with the (census) bureau, I 
was advised they have examined the cen- 
sus records in detail and find no evi- 
dence to indicate the final count is in 
error." 


Behrel called on the census bureau to 


"explain what they call manual defi- 
ciencies. If they found manual defi- 
ciencies, they would explain what they 
found 
What are thes manual defi- 


ciencies?" 


THE FINAL 57,239 head count repre- 


sents a drop in the population of Des 
Plaines between 1968 and 1970. A special 
U S. census in 1968 put the city's popu- 
lation at 57,462. 


Behrel has said the city will consider 


paying the estimated $14,000 cost of a 
new special census if the census bureau 
does not change the final 57,239 figure. 


In an abbreviated city council session 


that allowed incumbent aldermen a little 
more time for last minute campaigning 
before today's election, the council also 
gave preliminary approval to rezoning at 
633 E. Northwest Highway and 1230 Golf 
Rd 


Owners of both sites have asked for 


changes from manufacturing to com- 
merical zoning. The council voted to 
draw up ordinances approving the rezon- 
ings. 


The aldermen also voted to commend 


the Sisters of the Holy Family of Naza- 
reth, who operate Holy Family Hospital, 
100 N. River Rd., on the occasion this 
year of the hospital's 10th anniversary.

public when issues arise in the future 
that concern this field of public protec- 
tion and security without having prej- 
udicial overtones. 


I am quite sure that every policeman 


in these United States hopes for the day 
when society is so perfected that his job 
is no longer necessary, but until that day 
happens, I sincerely hope that citizens 
everywhere will come to the support of 
these men who take their lives in their 
hands to serve us so faithfully and so 
well and for once say, "Thank you for 
taking this burden on" instead of letting 
politicians trying to "put them in their 
place," have the final say.

In reading the April 15th issue of the 


Herald, I ran across an article with ref- 
erence to alderman Shillington's views 
on various phases of city issues. 


I am the wife of a policeman serving 


the City of Des Plaines, and also as a 
citizen of this community, I take great 
offense at a few statements made by this 
man with regard to our police depart- 
ment 


First of all, this man states that in com- 


parison to Chicago, "The average police- 
man in Des Plaines doesn't undergo one- 
tenth thet amount of danger that a police- 
man in Chicago undergoes." 


Certainly, our citizens do not need his 


dissertation on this fact since anyone 
with common sense can readily dis- 
tinguish the fact for themselves that our 
city is not comparable to Chicago in size, 
nor do ou daily lives incur problems 
dealing with extreme 
poverty, over- 


crowding and racial issues, so quite natu- 
rally our volume of crime is quite a bit 
lower. 


What this man does not seem to under- 


stand is that the Quality and not the 
Quality of the work duties performed by 
the policemen of our community is by 
fur the most important outcome of police 
service for its citizens. The police depart- 
ment of Des Plaines has served its citi- 
zens with dignity and an untarnished rep- 
utation from the time of its estab- 
lishment to present day social stress and 
discontentment, and I believe that this 
alone speaks for itself and is something 
this city should take note of and be quite 
proud of. 


If I am not mistaken I believe a few 


years back, it was Mr. Shillington's near 
remains our police department quickly 
went to aid when he was the victim of a 
disastrous hit and run accident, and be- 
cause of the professional training and 
countless working hours and great ef- 


forts put forth by this department, bis 
case was solved. 


Mr. Shillington sounds like one of the 


social ills of this day and age with re- 
gard to support for law enforcement. 
When trouble and tragedy strike these 
1 people or some intruder is rattling their 
doorknob in the middle of the alight, they 
seek the help and protection of a police 
officer who they expect to lay down his 
life if necessary to secure their own per- 
sonal safety, but when the police need 
their encouragement and support it is 
quite another matter. A policeman's 
pleas for help and support usually fall on 
deaf and unconcerned ears, and the only 
support he can depend on is that which 
he receives from his own family who 
share in what he is going through. 


I am at my wits end with part time 


aldermen and full time busy bodies who 
spout bits and pieces concerning police 
and police administration when they ac- 
tually know nothing of what they are 
talking about except what they think 
they know from being on the sidelines. 


My husband, as all the other policemen 


on this department, works 24 hours a 
day, not just eight as some of these 
know-it-all junior executives and would- 
be authorities do. My children and I have 
been out with my husband on his day off 
on an ordinary trip to the grocery store 
and have been involved in being specta- 
tors with regard to seeing what it is like 
for a policeman out on the street doing 
his job for society. 


We were driving past a loan company 


in Des Plaines in front of which were two 
unsavory characters looking the place 
over with great interest other than apply- 
ing for a loan. My husband parked the 
car with us in it in a safe place and pro-

He missed two days of practice at 


Iowa with the cold but returned three 
days before Thanksgiving. Then, he re- 
ported to Iowa Coach Dick Schultz that 
his teeth were bothering him. He went to 
the dental clinic and had two molars ex- 
tracted with no complications. He was 
back watching basketball practice that 
afternoon. 


The nightmare really began the next 


day, 
a Saturday, after he had spent a 


sleepless night with a headache Speed 
returned to the dental clinic, but a check 
there showed a normal healing of the 
sockets and no connection with the head- 
ache 


The severe headache persisted, and 


Speed was admitted to the student health 
center 


Iowa coach Schultz remains shocked 


today at the quickness with which the 
blindness struck. "The timetable on this 
thing was unreal," he said. "He had only 
a half-degree of temperature when we 
checked him in. But between midnight 
and 4 30 in the morning it went up to 104. 


Speed then wag transferred to the Uni- 


versity Hospital, and a team of medical 
experts went to work. There was swell- 
ing of the right eye and some paralysis 
of eye movement. Meningitis set in but 
this was comparatively mild and soon 
was arrested. But the swelling in the 
sinus cavities was another story. 


"Once this infection was solidly under- 


way, 
I'm of the opinion nothing could 


have been done to save his sight," says a 
professor in the neurology department at 
Iowa "But the pulling of the teeth had 
nothing to do with it. Abscessed teeth 
can set up an infection in the blood 
stream, but there were not infected " 


"There was such swelling behind his 


eyes," Schultz said, "that his eyes bul- 
ged out grotesquely He was locked in a 
2>2 week fight for his very life " 


Doctors say that the pressure behind 


his eyes had become so great from swell- 
ing that the blood supply to the optic 
nerve had been cut off and the supply to 
the brain endangered as well 


"It's just unfortunate the boy had bad 


teeth," a neuro-opthamologist said. He 
emphasized that this condition was just a 
smoke-screen covering up what really 
was wrong. 


"The stoppage of blood was the real 


cause of blindness. And in the days be- 
fore antibiotics death would have re- 
sulted." 


Speed, who comes from an impover- 


ished family in Shreveport, La , had the 
basketball ability to sign a handsome pro 
contract 


As he listens to radio reports today on 


a sophomore at Mississippi signing for $2 
million dollars, and players at Indiana 


and Massachusetts offering their ser- 
vices as basketball players to the highest 
bidders, James Street is going through 
an agonozing period of adjustment at the 
Iowa School for the Blind in Des Moines. 


The Iowa Athletic Department is ac- 


cepting donations to The James Speed 
Fund, and almost $15,000 has been re- 
ceived so far 


This is where WEEF Radio North of 


Highland Park and Mike Lyons comes 
into the picture. Lyons, who works in 
sports and sales for the AM-FM station, 


Dick 
Motta 


doesn't know James Speed, but he has 
followed this tragic story. 


"So what if this is a boy at the Univer- 


sity of Iowa and we are in Illinois," 
Lyons emphasizes. "Why shouldn't we 
try to help9 The important thing is not 
where he's from, but the tragedy of the 
whole situation and the fact that people 
everywhere do care and will help out." 


So Lyons, with help from Program and 


Sports Director Dick Thomas of WEEF, 
and Bob Greenberg, who is also in sports 
and sales, decided to plan a "James 
Speed Night" in the suburban area. The 
Palatine Lions Club is also a sponsor 


"I wanted to show that we in Illinois 


would and could help James Speed dur- 
ing this very difficult time in his life," 
says Lyons. "I thought a benefit basket- 
ball game, with some outstanding stars 
from the small college and university 
schools, and an exhibition between the 
Bears and Packers basketball teams, 


would he appropriate." 


The games wflll be held next Wednes- 


day evening, April 21, at 7:30 at Fremd 
High School, 1000 South Quentin Road, 
Palatine. The evening will feature a bas- 
ketball doubteheader with the main event 
a game matching Jhe Illinois Small-Col- 
lege All-Stars against the Illinois Univer- 
sity All-Stars. Players from the Green 
Bay Packers and Chicago Bears will 
meet in the opener. 


Lyons has helped line up a talented 


cast of players, including such major col- 
lege stars as Ail-American Fred Brown 
of Iowa, Greg Jackson and Rick Howat 
from the University of Illinois, Collis 
Jones of Notre Dame, L. C Brasfield of 
Southern Illinois, Ed Goode of DePaul, 
Steve Orser (former Notre Dame High 
star) and Joe Young of Loyola, and Don 
Crandall of Northwestern. 


These Illinois University All-Stars, 


coached by Iowa's Schultz, will meet the 
Illinois Small College All-Stars, coached 
by N a t i o n a l Basketball Association 
Coach of the year Dick Motta of the Chi- 
cago Bulls.

The toughest period of adjustment foe 
James will come when he fully realizes 
that he'll never play basketball again." 


One day near the end of the Iowa sea- 


son James Speed unexpectedly showed 
up at a Hawkeye practice. He even 
dribbled a basketball . . an event that 
brought tears to the eyes of the Hawk- 
eyes who can see.

Championship, but showed no chagrin. 


"I can't tell you why I'm not more con- 


sistent," he says, smiling almost apolo- 
getically 
"If I knew, I'd adjust my 


game I enjoy playing and I rarely skip a 
tournament That might have something 
to do with it You should take a break 
from the tour every now and then to 
keep your game in peak form I rested 
and relaxed after last season and felt 
Ixjttei early this year " 


His swing, unlike his personality, is 


somewhat mechanical, and he is not 
known as a foul-weather player. A trade- 
mark of his game is his penchant for 
shooting straight at the pin on every 
hole Most players play safe and aim for 
the fat part of the green at least half the 


time. Not the outgoing Shaw. "At least 
I'm consisent In that respect," he said. 
If Shaw's play is unsteady, his person- 
ality remains constantly cheerful. Wheth- 
er he shoots 65 or 80, he is smiling 
amiably, and if U's an act, it's a con- 
vincing one. 


Many of the other pros are not con- 


vinced, however. An understandably self- 
centered lot ui a pressurized individual 
game, they remark that Shaw now says 
he is 28 years old but several years ago 
said the same thing, and has to be 32; 
they speculate that he bleaches his 
bright yellow hair, they suggest that his 
swing is too characterless to last. But 
they admit they are as hard-pressed as 
everyone else to figure him out. 


He turned pro in 1963, and had three 


distinctly disappointing years on the 
tour Then, he broke his back in an au- 
tomobile accident going from one tourna- 
ment to another Following a protracted 
recovery period, he went to work as an 
assistant professional in Golf, OL (where 
else7) and began the tedious chore of 
renovating his game. 


In the latter part of 1968 he was back 


on the tour, perhaps armed with the 
broader perspective that a serious acci- 
dent can give a man, and merrily went 
about the business of becoming, well, the 
hardest guy to analyze on the tour in a 
longtime.
